City sets record for July rainfall— and more storms are coming

Cliicago was paying Tliursday for breal^ing a 
122-year record for July rainfall overnight: The 
area was under a flood watch and 35,000 cus- 
tomers were without power. 

Strong thunderstorms were expected to 
develop over eastern Iowa and northwestern 
Illinois and move into the Chicago area late 
Thursday the National Weather Service said. 
A flash flood watch was in effect through Fri- 
day morning. 

Rain was expected to fall quicldy and cause 
rapid flooding, the weather service said. 

Areas along and north of 1-88 and I-290 
appeared to he the most vulnerable, although 


areas south to the I- 80 corridor were set up to 
see heavy rain and flooding, the weather ser- 
vice said. 

While heat index numbers remained in the 
low 90s for most of the Chicago area, Kanlca- 
jcee saw a heat index of 107 at 3 p.m. Thursday 

Although it wasn’t an ozone action day there 
were high mold counts, and high early ragweed 
counts, according to Dr. Joseph Leija of Loyola 
University Medical Center, who produces the 
official allergen count for the Chicago area. 

A lot of rain wasn’t needed to smash 
the record for the month of July About 
0.76 inches of rain fell at O’Hare on Wednes- 
day and early Thursday, leading to a total of 


9.80 inches of rain for July 
The previous record July, in 1889, saw 
9.56 inches of rainfall, according to the weath- 
er service. The city has averaged 3.51 inches of 
rain in July from 1871 through last year, weath- 
er service records show 
This July is now the ninth wettest of any 
month in Chicago history The aU-time month- 
ly rainfall record is 17.1 inches, set in August 1987. 

Wednesday’s storms, which were accom- 
panied by lightning and strong wind gusts, 
initially Icnocked out power to about 69,000 
ComEd customers, according to the utility 
By about 4 p.m., about 35,000 customers were 
without power.

Pol attacks gay blood ban

The U.S. Department of Health and Hu- 
man Services laid out a plan recently to study 
a long-standing ban on gay men donating 
blood, a move one Chicago politician called a 
concrete step to changing the rule. 

Illinois Rep. Mike Quigley (D-5th) said the 
prohibition— which bars men who have had 
sex with another man since 1977 from donat- 
ing blood— was based on old science. 

“Science, technology and education have 
advanced since the inception of this discrimi- 
natory policy, and it’s time the policy evolves 
as weU,” Quigley said in an email. “By adjusting 
our restrictions on blood donation, we have an 
opportunity to demonstrate our commitment 
to equality and offer those in need of life-sav- 
ing blood transfusions much-needed help.” 


This month a man who said he was straight 
made headlines in Chicago for reportedly be- 
ing turned away from blood donation because 
of his “effeminate” behavior. 

Quigley and Sen. John Kerry (D-Mass.) 
have urged an end to the ban for some time. 
Last summer, an advisory panel for the HHS 
upheld the prohibition but called it “subop- 
timal.” 

The ban prevents gay men from donating 
blood regardless of health history while al- 
lowing a return to donation for others, such 
as straight men and women who have sex with 
an HIV-positive partner. They can donate 
blood after one year. 

“We’re moving in the direction of finally 
ending this antiquated and discriminatory 
policy,” said Quigley in a statement.

WASHINGTON House Republicans 
called off a vote Thursday on Speaker 
John Boehner’s plan to raise the nation’s 
debt ceiling while enacting sweeping cuts 
in government spending, but the possibility 
remained that the measure could come up 
Friday 

The delay in voting on the proposal re- 
vealed a deep rift within the GOP that 
could undermine the party’s latest attempt 
to avoid an unprecedented national default 
and stave off potential economic catastro- 
phe. Boehner was unable to muster suffi- 
cient support from his own caucus to guar- 
antee his proposal would pass in the face of 
expected unified Democratic opposition. 


After more than four hours of delay 
House Majority Whip Kevin McCarthy (R- 
Calif ) told reporters there would be no vote 
Thursday night. 

Earlier, Rep. Nan Hayworth (R-N.Y), 
who supports the plan, told CNN some 
members “have had a lot of deep thinking 
to do” about their votes, and said the delay 
might be to confirm “the last few” support- 
ing votes. 

After the announcement of the delay, 
conservative congressmen were seen en- 
tering and leaving Boehner’s office as the 
speaker tried to generate the necessary 
support. A floor debate on the plan was cut 
short, and the House moved on to discuss 




the naming of a post office in Illinois. 

Staff members were later seen carrying 
pizzas from a local restaurant into Boeh- 
ner’s office. 

Defeat of the measure would be a major 
setback for Boehner, who assumed his post 
in January, and further muddy the already 
tense negotiations over a deficit reduction 
deal that also would increase the federal 
borrowing limit. 

As the political maneuvering continues, 
the clock continues to tick down. If Con- 
gress fails to raise the current $14.3 trillion 
debt ceiling by Aug. 2, Americans could face 
rising interest rates and a declining dollar, 
among other problems.

Olsen, who agreed to a contract extension 
with the Panthers, was entering the final year 
of his rookie contract and the Bears likely 
made the determination they didn’t want to 
invest in him for the long haul so why not get 
something in return?

RYAN GOSLING COMES 
TO STEVE CARELL’S 
RESCUE IN <LOVE’

Yes, he sounds like a superhero. But a wingman 
is, in fact, many things: enabler, decoy diplo- 
mat, discussion coordinator, agent-provoca- 
teur, even master of disguise. He befriends the 
BFF, runs interference, breaks the ice, buys 
drinks. He’s not supposed to win the girl him- 
self He’s just supposed to help to win her. 

And now Steve Carell, whose characters 
have so often needed a wingman, is finally get- 
ting one in “Crazy Stupid, Love,” the comedy 
of questionable manners that opens Friday, in 
the form of Ryan Gosling. 

The movie represents an inversion of sorts 
of the actors’ normal roles. Known for in- 
tensely dramatic parts in critically endorsed 
films such as “Half Nelson” and “Blue Valen- 
tine,” Gosling here plays a swaggering, almost 
satiric ladies man in his first-ever comedy 
Carell is renowned for big comedic parts in 
movies such as “Get Smart” and “Date Night,” 
but switches to a lower gear as a more serious 
40 -something with a struggling marriage. 

Surprisingly, this flick comes closer to their 
actual personalities: Gosling often is the cut- 
up and practical joker while Carell’s humor 
in real life is droll, if he’s joking at all. “There 
are those comedy guys who are always on 
and they’re thriving between takes,” co-star 
Emma Stone said. “Steve is not that way He’s 
telling stories about his family” 

“Boring. Aes, Fm boring,” Carell said when 
told of Stone’s comments. 

Directed by “Bad Santa” writers Glen Fi- 
carra and John Requa, “Crazy, Stupid, Love” 
tells of schleppy suburban dad Cal (Carell), 
who learns in the first scene that his wife (Ju- 


lianne Moore) wants a divorce. He consigns 
himself to moping around a local bar, until he 
runs into Jacob (Gosling), a larger-than-life 
Lothario who takes Cal under his wing and 
coaches him in the art of the barstool pickup. 
Colorful supporting characters, including 
Cal’s eighth-grade son, Robbie (Jonah Bobo), 
and Jacob’s love interest, Hanna (Stone), cir- 
culate too, in a series of relationships that 
explore love and commitment, as well as the 
rituals of male bonding circa 2011. 

It’s natural to assume Gosling is playing a 


version of himself as a man-about-town, or at 
least playing off his assumed life as a movie- 
star bachelor. But the 30 -year-old waves away 
the notion. “I already have enough pressure. 
People assume I can build a house because of 
The Notebook,’ ” he said. (To prepare to play 
Jacob, Gosling said he did read “The Game” 
and other pickup-oriented books but found 
them “ridiculous, like there’s some math- 
ematical formula you can follow and find hap- 
piness.”) 

Gosling’s co-star, meanwhile, has been mar- 


ried for 16 years, throwing a shadow of the real 
onto his character. “I have no frame of refer- 
ence for the science of attracting the opposite 
sex,” Carell said. “The bar was only on a sound 
stage at Warner Bros., but it still felt awkward 
and uncomfortable.” 

It was hardly the most outlandish turn on 
the set of the comedy In a nearly naked lock- 
er-room scene. Gosling made sure his crotch 
was as uncomfortably positioned in front 
of Carell’s face as possible. “It was funny to 
watch him blink many times, and then turn

away” Gosling said. 

As one of the more versatile comedy ac- 
tors around, Carell had been a target of 
filmmakers from the start. But Gosling, an 
Oscar nominee and drama specialist, had 
never made a comedy before, and Ficarra 
and Requa said they were skeptical it could 
work, until an hourlong meeting in which 
the actor turned on the charm. “He took a 
character that could have been sleazy and 
made him hugely likable, which is where the 
dramatic experience comes in,” Requa said. 


Gosling said it almost went a different 
way “I originally wanted to play Jacob as 
The Situation from Jersey Shore.’ But the 
directors thought it was a terrible idea.” 

Carell said he didn’t doubt the Oscar 
nominee could handle comedy but was 
surprised at Gosling’s ability to improvise. 
He then cited their own three-hour initial 
meeting in which they discussed every- 
thing from family to cartoons. “He was just 
such a beautiful and deep person,” Carell 
said, without a trace of irony 


Gosling said, “^s, we’re having a bro- 
mance.” Carell responded. “There’s noth- 
ing wrong with that,” then mentioned how 
good Gosling smells. 

Gosling says he respects Carell for jug- 
gling so much on set. “He’s the lead. And 
he produced it. And he’d have to leave 
shooting to go to his kids’ soccer games 
or to a school recital. And, of course,” he 
added, looking at Carell with a small smirk, 
“he always had to look handsome.”

The verdict: “Cowboys and Aliens” escalates as mildly as a spaceship scared to fly anyway 
other than in a straight line. The premise may sound like a slam dunk, but not when it’s the 
only unique detail in a predictable movie that’s like a shallow approximation of other, better 
genre movies. Little pieces are just right on their own— reminder: Craig is the MAN —but the 
five-person screenwriting team, adapting a 2006 graphic novel, makes the mashup awkward 
instead of a blast. I don’t care if you write “Pirates and Dinosaurs” or “Unicorns vs. Robots,” 
you can’t go on lunch after coming up with the title.

Tiny blue people called Smurfs live in a magic forest and speak a beauti- 
ful language: It’s English, except the word smurf can be used to mean 
absolutely anything. (Examples: “Oh my smurf” and “Where the smurf 
are you?”) When a spinning water portal dumps the Smurfs in Newark, 
the little creatures search for their missing pal Clumsy (voiced by Anton 
Yelchin) and hope to return to their mushroom houses before evil wizard 
Gargamel (Hank Azaria) can extract their powerful Smurf essence. I 
swear, I am not high right now. 

The buzz: It’s awesome that the director of “Scooby-Doo” and the writers of 
“Daddy Day Camp” have teamed up to do justice to a beloved cartoon from 
my youth. And by that I mean I can’t believe there’s yet another uncomfort- 
able blend of live action and CGI versions of classic characters (‘Alvin and 
the Chipmunks,” “Marmaduke,” “Y)gi Bear”), this time taken from a cartoon 
series about which I remember only the names of characters and the one- 
word theme song (“La,” repeated jubilantly ad nauseam). 

The verdict: Including Smurf names and lines like “Let’s get smurfin’ ” and “Kiss my smurf,” “The 
Smurfs” uses the term “smurf” 207 times. Really I counted. Also: One instance of Gargamel pick- 
ing up cat vomit, one talented actor (Neil Patrick Harris) who should have known better and one 
laugh, when makeup exec Odile pronounces Gargamel as “garbage smell.” (Lull disclosure: She’s 
played by Sofia Vergara, and Sofia Vergara saying anything makes me happy) Not only does “The 
Smurfs” include a “Guitar Hero”/“Rock Band” sequence (like “Hop”) and a “Brokeback Moun- 
tain” reference (like “Gnomeo and Juliet”), it also just lazily smurfs around without even smurf- 
ing what it smurfs. Gargamel even calls Papa Smurf “goody blue shoes,” despite the fact that his 
shoes are smurfin’ red. Smurf this smurf, and these smurfin’ jokes.

2,000 or so diners to lock in your seat for the latest menu 
at his restaurant Next (953 W. Fulton Market 312-226-0858, 
see box for ticket info), it’s probably time to move to Plan 


the Chi 

B if you’re looking for a taste of Thai today 
Achatz and executive chef Dave Beran created a Thai 
menu that starts and ends with addictive street food and 
wows with nuanced broth, dreamy curry and kicky pickled 
fruits in between. 

We’ve tracked down some dishes at other restaurants 
around town that, if you’re intrigued by Next’s menu, you 
might put on your to-eat list. All but one of the restaurants 
is BYOB, and unlike Next’s tour, these menus should last 
long past September. 


Next serves: Roasted banana 
with fried garlic, pickled shallot 
and cilantro blooms 


You could try: Sweet coconut banana ($3.50) from Thai 55th (1607 E. 55th St. 773-363-7119). If you 
prefer something a little crunchier, go for the deep-fried crispy banana fritter ($3.95) with maple 
syrup, a favorite dessert at this Hyde Park eatery.

You could try: The open-faced steamed buns ($3 each or 3 for $8) at Saigon Sisters (567 W. Lake St. 312-496-0090) 
with flavors such as caramelized chicken, hoisin-glazed pork belly and wagyu beef in coconut milk. While not techni- 
cally a Thai restaurant, this West Loop Vietnamese spot offers a border-crossing lunch menu that includes these little 
buns served with pickled daikon radish, cilantro and jalapenos. It’s the only restaurant on the list that’s not BYOB.

Thai food often features savory, sweet, bitter, 
pungent and spicy elements, which are enough 
to deal with on their own, let alone by adding 
a beverage pairing. Here are some tips for the 
next time you visit your favorite BYOB Thai joint. 

Wine 

stick with white wine (red wine tannins can 
overwhelm subtle flavors), and go for an off- 
dry riesling, which has a zippy acidity that 
cleanses the palate while slight sweetness 
tames the chili heat. If you must have red, se- 
lect a low-tannin grape such as pinot noir or 
gamay, the grape in light and fruity beaujolais. 

Beer 

Look to lagers, pilsners and golden ales. They 
all have palate-cleansing carbonation, without 
extreme malt or hop bitterness, and refresh 
your mouth after palate-numbing spiciness.

Dave’s faves 

While researching for the current menu, 
Next executive chef Dave Beran told us that 
the team visited tons of Thai restaurants in 
Chicago and across the country: Some dishes 
that stand out in his memory are the pork larb 
and sai ua (northern-style fried pork sausage) 
at Aroy Thai and the som tarn (papaya salad) 
and boat noodles atTac Quick. 

Speaking of noodles, you won’t find any on 
Next’s main menu, but a modern spin on pad 
Thai is a part of the expanded menu served 
at the six-person chef’s table. “Pad Thai was 
definitely the food we really wanted to avoid, 
actually We thought, it’s too mainstream, 
it’s not traditional enough,” Beran said. “But 
when we were looking at our menu as a whole 
... we found that with noodle dishes, that dish 
specifically had a very unique flavor profile to 
it and that it’s primarily tamarind-based and 
we didn’t really have tamarind as a focal point 
for any specific dish, aside from one of the 
relishes.” 

Though the bulk of tickets for Next’s Thai menu 
were sold earlier this month on nextrestaurant. 
com, same-night ticket offers are posted regularly 
on the restaurant’s Facebook page.

More whiskey 
enters the mix

One of the great challenges of a young distill- 
ery is making whiskey 

Distilling the liquid from various grains — 
be it corn, rye or other— is no problem, but 
letting “the juice,” as some call it, sit around 
in barrels for a few years to age takes time 
and space with no short-term payoff 

In recent years, new distilleries have solved 
that problem by selling “white” whiskeys, 
which are essentially identical to the more- 
familiar brown stuff before aging. 

No fan of the white whiskey movement. 
Great Lakes Distillery in Milwaukee went 
another route. Founder and owner Guy 
Rehorst, 48, distilled his own unaged malt 
whiskey which he mixes with a Kentucky 
straight bourbon made by a “well-known” 
distiller. (He won’t name the other distiller 
for trade reasons.) 

The result is Great Lakes’ recently released 
Kinnickinnic whiskey one of the relatively 


few brown Midwestern whiskeys on shelves. 

“We were very excited because the Ken- 
tucky straight bourbon was excellent in and 
of itself, but we were able to make it even 
better,” Rehorst said. 

After securing the Kentucky bourbon. 
Great Lakes experimented with how to mix 
it. The distillery tried mixing with spirits 
distilled from rye, corn and other combina- 
tions before settling on a malt made from 
four barleys. 

The blend of barleys leaves Kinnickinnic 
whiskey with a fine, clean heat that quickly 
gives way to a smooth finish from the malt. 
The result is light enough to work in a cock- 
tail but spicy enough to work with nothing 
more than a couple of ice cubes. 

Great Lakes also is aging whiskeys all its 
own, including a bourbon, a malt whiskey 
and a rye, but those won’t be ready anytime 
soon. So for now, if you want Milwaukee 
whiskey it’s Kinnickinnic.
